Collections of 1930 taxes are be­ 
ing m ade since last T h u rsd ay on 
the new q u arterly paym ent plan at 
the County T re asu rer’s office, and 
are exceeding in am ount those be­ 
ing m ade on the old full paym ent 
plan. 
This “easy p aym ent” plan, ad- 
\ anced by the finance com m ittee of 
the County board and approved by 
County Ju d g e Jarecki perm its 25 
p e r cent paym ents in four install­ 
m ents every sixty days. 
Ju d g e­ 
m ents are to be entered July 25 for 
the sale or forfeiture of all prop­ 
erties upon which objections have 
not been blade. 
Those who m ake 
p a rt payment- under the new plan 
before July 25,\will have such for­ 
feiture held up, being treated in 
th is respect as the sam e as o b je c ­ 
tors. 
Also half the penalty of one 
per cent a month, so fa r accrued, 
will lye rem itted to those who pay 
on installm ents. 
T his plan was arrived a t because 
only slightly m ore th an half the 
1930 taxes out of a total levy of 
about $290,000,000 have been paid; 
and there are believed to be thous­ 
ands of owners of homes and other 
real estate th at cannot a t any one 
tim e raise the full am ount of their 
taxes, but can scrape together one- 
q u arte r of them.
